This letter was no ſoonerdiſpatched, but Liſander tooke his 
leave of Hippolita , fearing lelt his Father might come and 
ſtay him there: and determining togoe intoNormandy to 
ſee (alta, he made haſte, and riddegreatjoiirnies , yer vyvhea 
he was at Bourdeaux hee heard ofa magnifick tilting which 
was in England, where deficing tobe, heahanged his reſo.

hisfoorman ;' — his courſe for the: river Thames. A.

deſpiting 'at 'Lidiant long reſiſtance, gave'him ſo violent a 
thruſt upotrthe Gorget; that piercing borhGorget and Curas 
it entred even untothevkin, and doublinga ſtroke upon the 
rop of his Helmet ,'triade hiavfall with his: hands and knees 
unto theground, and the Cacke 6ff frovrhis head, :- 

So ſoone as the two Knights inthered and greenarmours 
ſaw Lidian barcfaced without his caske;, theyknew him , 
and thinking that Liſandey would make uſe of that advan. 
rage, they put themſelves berweene to hinder him, atche in- 
Rant that Lidian roſe againe. Buv-Liſander knowing him al- 
ſo,and being asit were ſorry fortheviRtory,in reſpe& hehad 
handled him ſo wig lore ratherro loſe rheprize of the 
Tourney, than'todiſcoverhimſelfe, chinking that in his ab- 
ſence it could notbe judged but anto Lidien , who had laſt
